'Not enough'residents are involved in board to 
oversee future of Melcombe Regis, says councillor

IN a week when a panel 
of Dorset’s “great and 
good” have been ap¬ 
pointed to sit on a board 
overseeing the future of 
Melcombe Regis - a 
local councillor has com¬ 
plained about a lack of 
progress and an unwill¬ 
ingness to involve local 
people at Board level. 

Ward councillor Tia 
Roos says she has not 
been allowed to sit on the 
Melcombe Regis Board - 
despite being elected to 
represent the area on the 
borough council. 

“Only councillors who 
they have chosen specif-

ically can sit on it. Some 
of them don't even turn 
up. There are not enough 
residents involved. It's 
slow moving and we're 
waiting to see something 
happen,” she said. 

The new Board ap¬ 
pointments include se¬ 
nior police officers, 
council officials and 
other senior profession¬ 
als. 

“I’m concerned about 
them having anyone with 
lived experience of the 
area present,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Roos this week. 
She is appealing for a 
“ground up”, rather than 
a “top down” approach. 

“I personally feel that 
residents should be heard 
first and foremost and 
that they should come 


from a range of back¬ 
grounds in the area. Di¬ 
versity and inclusion is 
key. Councillors don’t al¬ 
ways have the time and 
capacity or access to 
know everything that 
happens in an area and 
so the more involved the 
better in my opinion. I 
also believe that the heart 
of a community comes 
from involving it.” 

Melcombe Regis was 
named this week as the 
borough’s busiest for 
crime with more than 
double the number of in¬ 
cidents of any other area. 

The Board’s publicity 
says its priorities will be 
to deliver a good stan¬ 
dard of housing, create a 
thriving community, im¬ 
prove the environment, 


help people to achieve 
better mental and physi¬ 
cal health, increase em¬ 
ployment and reduce 
crime. 

Matt Prosser, Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive of Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil and Chair of the Mel¬ 
combe Regis Board, said

COUNCIL officers 
have decided that fu¬ 
ture plans for the for¬ 
mer borough council 
headquarters do need 
to go through the plan¬ 
ning process. 

There have been 
local protests and an 
online petition after it 
was said that the 
scheme to convert the 
former North Quay of¬ 
fices into apartments 
would not need plan¬ 
ning permission. 

But now the bor¬ 
ough’s Head of Devel¬ 
opment Management 
and Building Control. 
Jean Marshall, has 
said that planning per¬ 
mission will be 
needed.

(as amended) as re¬ 
quired by Class 
O.l(b). .. 

“The council there¬ 
fore considers that ex¬ 
press planning 
permission is re¬ 
quired.” 

Acorn Develop¬ 
ments, the company 
which now owns the 
site, have not com¬ 
mented on the latest 
twist in the ongoing 
saga over the future of 
the site. 

Many of the 
protestors, and some 
borough councillors, 
have been calling for 
the building to be 
knocked down and the 
site re-developed 
along the lines of the 
adjoining Harbour 
Lights scheme which 
has just won this 
year’s Weymouth 
Civic Society award 
for its contribution to 
the town.

A SPECTACULAR Weymouth project has been 
launched to turn the inside of Wyke Road Tunnel into 
a giant mural. 

Ideas include an amazing image of seabirds flying 
above giant curling waves which appear to be about 
to crash down on pedestrians using the tunnel. 

The project is being led by the Friends of Rodwell 
Trail whose chairman, David Carter, said they had al¬ 
ways been worried about the “somewhat depressing 
atmosphere” of the tunnel. 

But he added: “Now, driven by the enthusiasm of 
one of our committee members, Paula Klaentschi, we 
feel we can turn this nondescript thoroughfare with 
its half-a-million annual users, into a ‘must visit’ at¬ 
traction. 

“Paula has come up with a grand idea but one that 
we feel is definitely achievable. 

“The whole project and specifically the first step - 
which is to be a public ideas competition - will be de¬ 
scribed after the Friends annual meeting at 7pm 
tonight (Wednesday, Deemeber 7th) at St Nicholas 
Church in Buxton Road. All are welcome to attend.” 

Paula said she was very enthusiastic about creating 
a tunnel mural and she added: “The renovation of the 
tunnel brought a whole new canvas. 


“We want to draw on the vast creative energies of 
the area and engage local youth to do the painting.” 

The overall concept delighted Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Tourism and Culture spokesman Councillor 
Jason Osborne who said: “It sounds like a fantastic 
idea. 

“It is wonderful to hear of plans to see a dull and 
atmospherically low area brought to life by a splash 
of colour. 

“I imagine that children would get a lot of fun out 
of running through the tunnel when it has its new 
mural. Anything that brightens up Weymouth and 
which encourages young adults to work for the com¬ 
munity on a project which will be enjoyed by many 
people has got to be supported. 

“It is an exciting project and one which will hope¬ 
fully encourage improvements to the look of other 
similar areas of Weymouth and Portland.” 

The tunnel is on the Rodwell Trail, a walk which 
follows the track bed of the old Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Railway which closed to passengers in 1952 and 
to freight in 1965. 

A scheme to open up the whole route as a pedestrian 
walkway started in 1997 and the Rodwell Trail offi¬ 
cially opened in 2000.

affect parts of Mel¬ 
combe Regis and it is 
important that we work 
together to tackle these 
inequalities and do our 
best to improve peo¬ 
ple’s quality of life. 
Some of this is about 
dealing with immediate 
issues and working 
with partners already 
delivering in Mel¬ 
combe Regis, but a 
large part of this work 
is ensuring that we plan 
for, and resource, the 
changes needed in the 
future to deliver on all 
of the priorities for ac¬ 
tion we’ve developed. 

“This isn’t something 
we can do on our own. 
It is vital that we share 
information and iden¬ 
tify issues together, in 
partnership with the 
public, local communi¬ 
ties, our partners and 
all those that have a 
role and a passion for 
delivering services in 
the best possible way 
that meet the needs of 
those who live and 
work in Melcombe 
Regis.” 

Satisfied 

View from Weymouth 
put the concerns of 
Councillor Roos to 
Councillor Gill Taylor, 
the borough’s 

briefholder for housing 
who leads the Board on 
housing issues. 


She said she was sat¬ 
isfied that the view of 
local people could and 
would reach the Board, 
which has six areas to 
focus on, each with a 
project lead. These are 
housing, community, 
environment, health, 
employment and 
crime. 

“Local residents have 
their say though the 
community lead. It was 
recognised very early 
that it was imperative 
to take the community 
forward on this and 
that it is fundamental 
that they are involved. 
It was also recognised 
that community re¬ 
silience was needed to 
be strengthened hence 
the board employing a 
community worker. 
The other point is that 
this is not just about the 
Park District, but about 
the whole of the Mel¬ 
combe Regis ward and 
will not doubt spread 
over into neighbouring 
wards as issues do not 
follow ward bound¬ 
aries,” she said. 

Councillor Taylor 
points out that the 
function of the Board is 


to take a strategic view 
and, therefore, believes 
it important to have 
representatives at a se¬ 
nior level. 

“This board is about 
getting the right people 
in a room around a 
table to make a differ¬ 
ence to the area. If I 
can give an example as 
Housing Briefholder. 
The quality of some of 
the housing stock in 
Melcombe Regis has 
been identified as an 
issue. While housing 
may be able to do 
something it is useful 
to have Health in the 
room for their input as 
poor housing leads to 
poor health. Poor hous¬ 
ing also crosses over to 
other parts of the pro¬ 
ject as well.” 

She added: “The pub¬ 
lic will have a say: It 
would be ludicrous to 
try and do this without 
them having their input 
- but until we have 
short and long term 
goals that we are con¬ 
sidering and that are 
feasible, and have the 
buy in from the rele¬ 
vant parties, it is hard 
to consult.”

Consultation begins on 
concessionary bus pass 


LOCAL residents are being 
asked to give their views on pro¬ 
posed changes to the concession¬ 
ary bus pass scheme in Dorset. 

The six week consultation 
opened at the beginning of De¬ 
cember, and Dorset County 
Council is keen to hear from 
people who use the scheme, or 
may be affected by proposed 
changes. 

The county council currently 
subsidises the scheme, which al¬ 
lows bus pass holders free con¬ 
cessionary travel before 9.30am 
on services where the next bus is 
not until after 10.30am. Free all 
day travel is also available for 
blind and partially sighted pass 
holders. 

There is an additional compan¬ 
ion scheme which allows indi¬ 
viduals with certain disabilities 
the option of having a compan¬ 
ion travel for free within Dorset. 

Concessionary pass holders 
from East Dorset are also 
granted free all day travel when 
starting their journey in East 
Dorset. This is an enhancement 
funded by East Dorset District 
Council for its own residents 
with a valid concessionary pass, 
and no changes are proposed. 

For the rest of Dorset, the pro¬ 
posed changes would mean con¬ 


cessionary bus pass holders 
would not be able to travel free 
before 9.30am on weekdays. 
No changes are proposed for the 
partially sighted and blind, who 
would still be able to travel free 
any time. The companion 
scheme for people with disabil¬ 
ities would still continue. Con¬ 
cessionary holders would still be 
able to travel anytime of the day 
weekends and public holidays. 

By ceasing to provide free 
concessionary travel before 
9.30am, savings would be made 
that could enable the county 
council to focus financial re¬ 
sources more effectively. The 
changes will also allow for the 
wider use of schools transport 
routes for public services. Fol¬ 
lowing on from the results of 
this consultation, changes will be 
implemented to the service in 
April 2017. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabi¬ 
net member for environment, 
said: “The proposals to remove 
some subsidies on Dorset’s con¬ 
cessionary bus pass scheme are 
the latest in a long line of savings 
we are having to consider as a re¬ 
sult of the unprecedented cuts in 
Government funding. 

“Dorset County Council would 
continue to offers its residents a 


concessionary scheme over and 
above the national scheme, but 
the level of cuts we face mean 
we have little option but to con¬ 
sult on removing subsidised 
travel before 9.30am. 

“The proposed changes will 
help to make the financial sav¬ 
ings required to ensure as much 
funding as possible remains 
available to fund local bus ser¬ 
vices. 

“If these proposed changes are 
not made, it is likely to reduce 
our capability to support bus ser¬ 
vices across the county. This 
may mean more of Dorset’s bus 
routes and services are with¬ 
drawn in the future.” 

The consultation runs until Fri¬ 
day, January 13th, and the coun¬ 
cil is particularly keen to know 
how you would be affected if 
proposals go ahead. You can 
complete the questionnaire on¬ 
line at:

Council merger could 
cost county 450 jobs 


AROUND 450 jobs could be lost if 
Dorset goes ahead with plans to merge 
the county’s nine councils into two. 

Dorchester is thought likely to bear 
the brunt of the enforced redundancies. 

Across the county the number of 
councillors could also be cut - from 
331 to about 180. 

But, despite the cost in jobs and the 
number of councillors per head, council 
leaders say there has been overwhelm¬ 
ing support for the idea of bigger coun¬ 
cils in the county. 

Savings 

The merger plan is seen as the 
county’s best chance of making 
£200million of savings by 2019 - al¬ 
though it will come as a cost to council 
jobs. 

Dorchester, which is now home to the 
county council and the merged West 
Dorset District Council, North Dorset 
District Council and Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council, is expected 
to bear the brunt of the losses.

At a news conference in Poole on 
Monday council senior executives said 
that cutting the number of councils is 
expected to save about £108million 
over six years. 

They described the merger as a once 
in a lifetime opportunity which should 
not be missed and warned that unless 
change happened they would struggle 
to provide services in the future in the 
light of cuts in Government grants. 

One of the proposals is the merger of 
Bournemouth, Poole, Christchurch and 
East Dorset, and the formation of a 
“rural” county made up of North 
Dorset, Purbeck, West Dorset and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

Another option is for the existing uni¬ 
tary authorities of Bournemouth and 
Poole to combine, leaving the rest of 
Dorset to merge. 

The majority of residents who re¬ 
sponded to questionnaires they were 
posted, or took part in an online survey, 
said they supported moving to two 
councils. 

Discussions will now be held at each 
council with a final decision made by 
the Government which does have the 
power to over-rule any objections. 

A total of 4,258 consultation forms 
returned of the 20,000 sent to selected 
households while an additional 12,542 
people filled out questionnaires online 
or on paper.

Louis Harris'parents back'Don't 
Drink and Drown'campaign 


THE family of an 18-year-old who is thought to 
have tragically drowned after a night out, are back¬ 
ing a charity'Don't Drink and Drown'campaign. 

Louis Harris, from Dorchester, tragically lost his 
life after he went missing in the early hours of Sun¬ 
day, February 14th, this year, after a night out with 
his friends in Weymouth. He was last seen outside 
the Harbour Master's Office, on Custom House 
Quay at 4.30am. 

Louis body was found four weeks later in Wey¬ 
mouth Harbour. 

Louis'parents, Holly and Graham Harris, are now 
speaking out to show their support for the Don't 
Drink and Drown campaign and RLSS UK. 

Mrs Harris said: "Since losing Louis, we have been 
horrified to discover just how many other young 
adults have died in similar, tragic, circumstances 
and it has moved me to want to do something 
about it. 

"When intoxicated, people are in a highly vulner¬ 
able state, many young adults finding out the lim¬ 
its of their alcohol tolerance, and I want to warn 
people of the dangers. If people prepare well be¬ 
fore they go out and plan how to get home safely 
before their judgement is affected, it may avoid 
things like this happening in the first place. 


"We still don't know exactly what happened to 
Louis but if I can raise awareness and support the 
Don't Drink and Drown campaign, it may stop an¬ 
other family having to experience this terrible jour¬ 
ney." 

Louis' parents are set to visit students at Bath Spa 
University and Thomas Hardye School, Dorchester, 
where Louis attended, and present vital water 
safety and drowning prevention sessions. 

RLSS UK's Don't Drink and Drown campaign this 
year runs until Decemberl 1 th, warning drinkers to 
act responsibly near water after they have been 
drinking. Last year 20 percent of all adult acciden¬ 
tal drowning victims had alcohol in their blood¬ 
stream. 

RLSS UK's Chief Executive, Di Steer said: "We 
would like to thank Louis'family for supporting our 
Don't Drink and Drown campaign. 

"People die each year after entering the water 
with alcohol in their bloodstreams, either deliber¬ 
ately or completely by accident. 

"Drinking near water can be dangerous and a 
deadly cocktail. Alcohol can seriously impede your 
ability to survive in water." 

An inquest into Louis Harris death is yet to take 
place.

Hospital 
to trial 
smoothie 
treatment 
for cancer 
patients 

CANCER patients at Dorset County Hospital are to 
be offered daily watercress smoothies during a three- 
month trial which began last month. 

Patients on Fortuneswell Ward and Chemotherapy 
Unit will be offered the superfood smoothies to help 
improve their general health and well-being. The pi¬ 
oneering initiative has been developed by the hospital 
in conjunction with Dorset and Hampshire watercress 
grower The Watercress Company. 

First trialled in May 2016, the project has gone 
through a series of tests to develop a recipe that not 
only tastes great, but has the optimum balance of min¬ 
erals and vitamins. 

Watercress is brimming with a wealth of nutrients 
such as vitamin C, iron and calcium as well as specific 
compounds and enzymes that are activated when wa¬ 
tercress is chewed or blended into a smoothie. 

Watercress is a rich source of isothiocyanates 
(ITCs), beneficial chemicals whose effectiveness has 
been proven in many scientific studies. When eaten 
raw ITCs have been linked with the reduction of DNA 
damage and the inhibition of carcinogenic activity. 

During the last decade many studies have been car¬ 
ried out in order to investigate the beneficial effects 
of watercress, particularly relating to the reduction of 
cancer risk and inhibition of cancerous cell growth. 
In 2007, research carried out by Professor Ian R Row¬ 
land of the University of Ulster supported the hypoth¬ 
esis that consumption of watercress can reduce the 
risk of colon cancer in humans via a decrease in DNA 
damage. 

In 2009, further research, led by Professor Graham 
Packham of the University of Southampton, demon¬ 
strated that a specific ITC found in watercress 
(PEITC) may have the ability to suppress breast can¬ 
cer development by “turning off’ a signal in the body, 
thereby starving the growing tumour of essential 
blood and oxygen. 

In response to these studies, Dorset County Hospital 
(DCH) is keen to introduce the potential benefits of 
watercress to their patients and staff. 

Chief Dietitian Isabelle Hooley is passionate about 
the scheme, and said: “We are delighted to work with 
The Watercress Company on this trial, giving patients 
and staff on Fortuneswell Ward an easy way to sip, 
swig or slurp an extra portion of fruit and vegetables; 
a dietary change, which is proven to have health ben¬ 
efits.” 

Throughout the trial period, the project’s success 
will be measured via the use of questionnaires and the 
monitoring of uptakes. The initial aim will be to con¬ 
firm that patients are enjoying the smoothies, and feel 
that their experience at DCH has been improved due 
to the scheme. 

If the trial is deemed a success, the project could be 
scaled up to involve other hospitals and full clinical 
trials may also be considered. 

The Watercress Company’s Dorset and Hampshire 
farms have been growing watercress in mineral-rich 
spring water since the 1850s. 

Managing Director, Tom Amery, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be able to develop a product with DCH that 
has such a benefit to patients. Other than the nutrient 
benefits, we recognise the wellbeing that comes from 
such a novel solution, backed by scientific research, 
supporting the long recognised effect watercress has 
on health and nutrition.”

CHRISTMAS is a time when your home is likely 
to be full of people and it is in the excitement 
of the season that accidents can easily hap¬ 
pen. But one of the good things about Christ¬ 
mas is that there are typically more people 
around to supervise the children and, with a 
little more care and forward planning, most 
accidents could be avoided.

5. If you have old Christ¬ 
mas lights, seriously con¬ 
sider buying new ones, 
which will meet much 
higher safety standards, 
keep the lights switched off 
until the Christmas tree is 
decorated, don't let chil¬ 
dren play with lights (some 
have swallowed the bulbs), 
and remember to switch 
off the lights when going 
out of the house or going 
to bed 

6. Remember, Christmas 
novelties are not toys, even 
if they resemble them, and 
they do not have to comply 
with toy safety regulations. 

Give careful thought to 
where you display them, 
for example, place them 
high up on Christmas trees 
where they are out of the 


reach of young hands 

7. Give yourself enough time to prepare and 
cook Christmas dinner to avoid hot fat, boiling 
water and sharp knife accidents that come 
from rushing, and keep anyone not helping 
with dinner out of the kitchen. Wipe up any 
spills quickly 

8. Have scissors handy to open packaging, 
so you're not tempted to use a knife, and have 
screwdrivers at the ready to assemble toys 

9. Beware of trailing cables and wires in the 
rush to connect new gadgets and appliances, 
and always read instructions 

10. Falls are the most common accidents so 
try to keep clutter to a minimum. Make sure 
stairs are well-lit and free from obstacles, es¬ 
pecially if you have guests 

11. Plan New Year fireworks parties well in 
advance and follow the Firework Safety Code 

12. Do not drink and drive, and plan long 
journeys so you won't be driving tired.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK

• When pruning large branches of 
trees and shrubs with a saw, make a 
cut on the underside first, to prevent 
bark tearing back as the branch 
comes away. 

• Protect the tops of celery with 
cloches or cover them with straw. 

• If a new flush of growth starts to ap¬ 
pear on Christmas cherries - Solanum 
capsicastrum - and threatens to hide 
the colourful fruits, pinch it out. 

• Order lettuce seed, so you can make 
early sowings in frames 
during January. 

• Protect early peas and 
beans sown in autumn 
from the protection of a 
little soil drawn up around 
them to make a wind¬ 
break. 

• Erect a screen to protect 
newly planted evergreens 
from wind scorch. 

• Prune deciduous shrubs 
and trees if any fairly large- 
scale work is necessary. 


• Remove any debris which may have 
lodged between newly-planted 
spring bedding and remove weeds. 

• Reduce the length of the stems on 
any tall rose bushes to decrease the 
risk of them being moved in the 
ground by the wind. 

• Prune out the areas of apple trees 
infected with apple canker. Look for 
signs of canker rings on the bark, 
which cause diebackand cut back to 
healthy growth.

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Portland's country market to close

PORTLAND’S weekly Country 
Market is to be held for the last 
time just before Christmas. 

Organisers say the market, 
which sells locally produced 
food, drink and plants, is no 
longer sustainable. 

It has been running since 1989 
and has been trading in Easton 
for 27 years - the last six at the 
Community 2000 Hall. 

Market Secretary Tessa Spiller 
confirmed this week that the 
market on December 23rd 
would be the last. 

“We have struggled to keep 
going for the past two years and 
with fewer cooks, very little 
plant and vegetable, and falling 
customer numbers we have re¬ 


luctantly had to reach the deci¬ 
sion to close.” 

Over the years the market has 
been at the Methodist Hall, then 
The Jubilee Hall and finally at 
the Community 2000 Hall. 

The decision to close was 
taken by an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing of producers and members 
under the County Chairman, 
Mrs Joyce Wame. 

The meeting heard that the 
market manager is retiring and a 
new manager would need to be 
appointed in order for the mar¬ 
ket to continue. Because of ris¬ 
ing costs the commission that 
traders pay would also have to 


rise, which could result in the 
loss of some stallholders - wors¬ 
ening the situation. 

Traders have now been asked 
to remove any craft goods they 
may have stored in the market or 
before December 23rd as there 
will be no facility for storage 
after that date. 

“The committee would like to 
thank all producers, members 
and our loyal customers for their 
support throughout the past 27 
years and would like to take this 
opportunity to wish them a 
happy Christmas,” said Mrs 
Spiller.

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Holiday Safety Tips from ASPCA

THE holiday season is upon us, and many pet 
parents plan to include their furry companions 
in the festivities. As you gear up for the holidays, 
it is important to try to keep your pet's eating 
and exercise habits as close to their normal rou¬ 
tine as possible. Also, please be sure to steer 
pets clear of the following unhealthy treats, 
toxic plants and dangerous decorations. 

Be Careful with Seasonal Plants 
and Decorations 

Oh, Christmas Tree: Securely anchor your 
Christmas tree so it doesn't tip and fall, causing 
possible injury to your pet. This will also prevent 
the tree water—which may contain fertilizers 
that can cause stomach upset—from spilling. 
Stagnant tree water is a breeding ground for 
bacteria, and your pet could end up with nau¬ 
sea or diarrhea should he imbibe. 

Avoid Mistletoe and Holly: Holly, when in¬ 
gested, can cause pets to suffer nausea, vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhea. Mistletoe can cause 
gastrointestinal upset and cardiovascular prob¬ 
lems. And many varieties of lilies can cause kid¬ 
ney failure in cats if ingested. Opt for 
just-as-jolly artificial plants made from silk or 
plastic, or choose a pet-safe bouquet. 
Tinsel-less Town: Kitties love this sparkly, light- 
catching "toy" that's easy to bat around and 
carry in their mouths. But a nibble can lead to a 
swallow, which can lead to an obstructed diges¬ 
tive tract, severe vomiting, dehydration and 
possible surgery. It's best to brighten your 
boughs with something other than tinsel. 

That Holiday Glow: Don't leave lighted can¬ 
dles unattended. Pets may burn themselves or 
cause a fire if they knock candles over. Be sure 
to use appropriate candle holders, placed on a 
stable surface. And if you leave the room, put 
the candle out! 

Wired Up: Keep wires, batteries and glass or 
plastic ornaments out of paws' reach. A wire 
can deliver a potentially lethal electrical shock 
and a punctured battery can cause burns to the 
mouth and esophagus, while shards of break¬ 
able ornaments can damage your pet's mouth 
and digestive tract. 


AS temperatures start to drop, the British Veteri¬ 
nary Association (BVA) and British Small Animal 
Veterinary Association (BSAVA) are warning pet 
owners to make sure their dogs and cats are 
kept free from hidden and potentially fatal haz¬ 
ards this winter. 

During the winter your pets can be affected by 
the cold and get ill. To avoid this walk dogs for 
less time but more often when temperatures 
drop, and consider putting a dog coat on old 
dogs or those with thin fur to keep them warm. 
Keep older cats inside when the weather gets 
very bad and make sure that even healthy cats 
are able to access shelter and warmth. 

Do not bathe your dog or cat too often over 
the winter months - unless they've rolled in 
something unbearable! If you do, make sure it's 
with warm water and that they are dried thor¬ 
oughly to prevent them getting cold and be- 


Plan a Pet-Safe Holiday Gathering 

House Rules: If your animal-loving guests 
would like to give your pets a little extra atten¬ 
tion and exercise while you're busy tending to 
the party, ask them to feel free to start a nice 
play or petting session. 

Put the Meds Away: Make sure all of your med¬ 
ications are locked behind secure doors, and be 
sure to tell your guests to keep their meds 
zipped up and packed away, too. 

A Room of Their Own: Give your pet his own 
quiet space to retreat to—complete with fresh 
water and a place to snuggle. Shy pups and cats 
might want to hide out under a piece of furni¬ 
ture, in their carrying case or in a separate room 
away from the hubbub. 

New Year's Noise: As you count down to the 
new year, please keep in mind that strings of 
thrown confetti can get lodged in a cat's in¬ 
testines, if ingested, perhaps necessitating 
surgery. Noisy poppers can terrify pets and 
cause possible damage to sensitive ears. And 
remember that many pets are also scared of 
fireworks, so be sure to secure them in a safe, 
escape-proof area as midnight approaches. 

Avoid Holiday Food Dangers 
Skip the Sweets: By now you know not to feed 
your pets chocolate and anything sweetened 


coming ill. 

When walking your dog in ice and snowy con¬ 
ditions, do not let it off the lead and avoid walk¬ 
ing in areas where ponds or lakes may have 
frozen over - animals often don't understand the 
difference between solid ground and ice and 
can fall through. In this situation vets urge own¬ 
ers not to go in after their pet as although dis¬ 
tressing, it is never worth risking your own life 
as well as your dog's. 

Gudrun Ravetz, President of the British Veteri¬ 
nary Association said: "Each season brings its 
own set of hazards and winter is no different, so 
we ask owners to make sure their animals are 
kept safe and warm over the winter months. 
Simple things like leaving your dog sat on the 
cold ground outside a shop whilst you pop in or 
putting your cat out all night can cause it to get 
excessively cold which may have a negative im- 


with xylitol, but do you know the lengths to 
which an enterprising pet will go to chomp on 
something yummy? Make sure to keep your 
pets away from the table and unattended 
plates of food, and be sure to secure the lids on 
garbage cans. 

Leave the Leftovers: Fatty, spicy and no-no 
human foods, as well as bones, should not be 
fed to your furry friends. Pets can join the fes¬ 
tivities in other fun ways that won't lead to 
costly medical bills. 

Careful with Cocktails: If your celebration in¬ 
cludes adult holiday beverages, be sure to place 
your unattended alcoholic drinks where pets 
cannot get to them. If ingested, your pet could 
become weak, ill and may even go into a coma, 
possibly resulting in death from respiratoryfail¬ 
ure. 

Selecting Special Treats: Looking to stuff your 
pet's stockings? Stick with chew toys that are 
basically indestructible, Kongs that can be 
stuffed with healthy foods or chew treats that 
are designed to be safely digestible. Long, 
stringy things are a feline's dream, but the most 
risky toys for cats involve ribbon, yarn and loose 
little parts that can get stuck in the intestines, 
often necessitating surgery. Surprise kitty with 
a new ball that's too big to swallow, a stuffed 
catnip toy or the interactive cat dancer. 


pact on their health. Pets still need their usual 
exercise through the winter, but be mindful of 
the temperatures outside - it may be better to 
go outside more regularly for less time than be 
outside for a long time on one long walk." 

Ross Allen, spokesperson for the British Small 
Animal Veterinary Association said: "Give paws 
a thought - when it gets cold many of us use de¬ 
icer, which often leaks onto the ground- this can 
prove deadly to pets, so it is worth wiping down 
their legs and paws after being outside. Extreme 
cold, as well as salt and grit used on the road, 
can irritate your pet too so when you 
wipe paws also check for cracks and 
bleeding. The cold can also worsen 
some established conditions, such as 
arthritis. If you've not had your annual 
check-up with your vet, this is a good 
time of year to schedule a visit." 



WITH Christmas fast approaching I'm sure I don't 
need to remind pet owners about the dietary 
hazards that are ever present during this festive 
period. So take care to keep chocolates and 
grape/raison and sultana containing food-stuffs 
out of harms way, that includes Christmas cake 
and mince pies. Did you know macadamia nuts 
are also toxic to pets? 

My cat is very adept at getting chocolates dec¬ 
orations out of the foil on the Christmas tree so 
take care with them as well. Chocolate is not just 
poisonous for dogs but for cats too. 

Christmas and going into the New Year is a time 
when perhaps more visitors will call and your 
house may become a very noisy environment 
and this can be quite stressful for our pets. So 
why not give them some quiet time in separate 
room. If they are scared of noise or fireworks then 
why not use a pheromone plug-in to chill them 
out in their safe space. 

Other hazards to think about are small toys 
which may get chewed or swallowed and cause 
an obstruction. Magic sand in particular is very 
dangerous as it solidifies in the guts. 

If a few precautionary measures are put in place 
you and your pets can have a happy, stress-free, 
safe and Happy Christmas.

A leopard doesn't change its spots 


IT appears that any new flats which might be 
cobbled together from the old Weymouth coun¬ 
cil offices building on North Quay might well 
come with free ventilation. 

Local opinion has already loudly protested 
that the “eyesore” building - which the council 
had to spend hundreds of thousands of pounds 
maintaining - is not to be knocked down but 
could be converted into dozens of apartments 
using stud walls to divide up the ramshackle 
building. 


Now a council employee who used to work 
there has told me that another problem to beset 
the building was vandalism with “little darlings” 
up above the building on Chapelhay Heights fir¬ 
ing stones, catapults and air weapons to smash 
windows in rooms at the back of the council 
building. 

So bad was the damage at times that some 
rooms were rendered unusable. 

Leopards don’t change their spots and it is al¬ 
most a racing certainty that any new develop¬ 


ment of the building will still face the same old 
vandalism problem. I doubt that snippet finds 
its way into the sales brochure. 

Meanwhile one of my readers tells me that po¬ 
tential developers, Acorn South, finished a sim¬ 
ilar project in Bournemouth last year converting 
a 1970s office block into luxury apartments. 

That sales brochure had pictures of lovely 
views and interiors but not one picture of its 
ugly exterior. North Quay is such an “eyesore” 
site that they’ll need to do the same with that. 


Taking nasty to a whole new level

The thing is that pension¬ 
ers use their reading glasses 
as a social weapon or to 
wave about not just to see 
with. It makes them doubly 
or trebly important and woe 
betide anyone who under¬ 
estimates that worth. 


SEVERAL of my recent columns 
have commented on how night¬ 
time exposes the nastier side of 
Weymouth, but this incident takes

A 13-year-old girl was excited to 
be making her first ever visit to a 
nightclub in Weymouth as part of 
an adult-organised celebration of 
a friend’s birthday. 

She duly turned up outside the 
nightclub where she joined other 
friends in a group waiting to go in. 

Suddenly the group was ap¬ 


proached by a youth aged 15 or 16 
who asked them if they wanted to 
buy drugs. When they said they 
didn’t want any drugs the youth 
then spat on one group member’s 
shoe before walking off. 

Now, this incident ranks low on 
the overdose death scale but very 
high indeed on the scale of oppor¬ 
tunism and right off the scale as 
far as providing a hint that drug 
suppliers exist almost anywhere at 
any time. 

Having spoken to the father of 


the nightclub debutante, he said he 
felt what had happened had 
plumbed new depths even for 
Weymouth and he chipped in an¬ 
other little nastiness. 

It seems that certain nightclubs 
in Weymouth have “adapted” their 
toilet cistern tops to prevent them 
being used as convenient surfaces 
to chop up cocaine! 

With toilets now doubling as 
drug smorgasbords and young 
girls viewed as drug customers no 
wonder recent police operations 


have focussed intensely on dent¬ 
ing the drug barons’ reach. 

What can we look forward to 
next? Perhaps the issue of pre¬

I get invited to far 
more exciting things 
than I could possibly 
ever fit in and I often 
have to miss out on 
shows I’d like to see 
simply because I don’t 


have the time in my 
schedule. 

I also get FOMO 
when I’m in London 
and the gang from the 
office in Lyme Regis is 
out having fun, while 
I’m alone in the cold 
grey city (get your vi¬ 
olins out; there really 
is no pleasing me). Oc¬ 
casionally, however, I 
manage to fit in every¬

ATTITUDES IN THE PROPERTY MARKET. 


The presidential election result in America reminded us - if we needed any reminding - that we 
live in a time of massive immediate and fundamental change. A point not lost on us here in the 
UK after Brexit. In the property industry even Budget tax changes can alter buying and selling 
habits overnight. But there is a more gradual, yet no less significant change going on in our country 
which is having a significant effect on our attitude to property. 

The baby boomers are finally making way for the millenials - 
Generation X to Generation Y. The digital generation is becom¬ 
ing the increasingly dominant force in the property market. And 
that will only gather pace in the years ahead. But this new group 
does not think or act like the old one. 

The baby boomers could be relied upon incrementally to de¬ 
velop their parents' ideas. This new generation have their own 
thoughts entirely. For income and social reasons they are gen¬ 
erally older when they buy property for the first time.
